This routine of exam- 
ining ships, passengers and crews be- 
fore they are allowed to land may'ap- 
pear to be very prosaic, since few of 
them actually are dangerous, but 
many incidents crop up to keep the

changed Into a moth. In nearly all 
cases it Is the moth known es the 
momins-sphinx, a very common winged 
insect of striking appearance, that is 
uea&t. This superstition is, of course, 
merely a survival of the ancient belief 
in the change of one living entity into 
another of a different species "as a 
man Into a wolf, a woman into a plant 
—as Daphne was changed Into a 
laurel—or a flower .into a bird or a 
butterfly. Any one form of life was 
supposed to be capable of suffering a 
change into another by the primitive 
mind. There is an-old Chinese belief 
that sparrow* when they become old 
dive into the sea and become clacis. 
Then there Is the well known "barn- 
acle goose" so strongly believed in 
down to comparatively recent times, 
which wa? asserted to spring from 
barnacles growing on trees. That one 
animal might become changed into an- 
other was a thing not to be doubted 
by onr ancestors—and ancestors not 
«o rery far removed, eithe* To primi- 
tive man there was nothing in this 
inetamorpbosis to conflict with his dai- 
ly experience, nothing more wonderful 
than that which was taking place alt 
around him. When he saw an egg 
changed Into a bird, or a tadpole into 
a frog, It appeared the most natural 
thing in the world that a humming 
bird should change Into a moth, or 
that a moth should change Into a hum- 
ming bird. The striking colorations of 
the 
morning sphinx-moth suggests 


a humming bird much more than the 
tadpole suggests the bullfrog. 
The 


American Folk-Lore society 
found 


this moth-humming bird superstition 
existing in this country from Maine to 
California. It is a striking example of 
the survival of the ancient belief In 
metamorphosis.
